The teachers interpreted the remark 
to mean that Napoleon’s training w a­ 
in the direction of world domination 
and when the minister named Napol­ 
eon and Voltaire, a Brownstown citi­ 
zen who was attending the insitute, 
shouted “ And the Kaiser too.”

institute the teachers condemned the 
remarks of the 
Lutheran minister 
“ because he Inu a wrong e-timate of 
parochial schools” and also that he 
refused to condemn the kaiser when 
his attention was called to it.

With the Americans on the Aisne, September 6—More than half 
a dozen villages between the Vesle and the Aisne are now in Amer­ 
ican hands. Our troops are still following up the German with­ 
drawal. 
The main American line today was approaching the canal 
beyond Dhusiel, Longueval and Revillon, and thence moving up in 
a northeasterly direction. 


Germans are reported holding portions of the canal in consid­ 
erable rear guard strength and sharp fighting is in progress at 
these places where the enemy is expected to exert considerable effort 
to slow up the pursuit. 


The American right which has not yet reached the river con­ 
tinues to meet opposition from machine gun squads aside from the 
usual shell fire.

We are assuredly, in every 
gloomy, worrisome depressing letter 
we send to dampen the spirits and 
take the heart out of a soldier in 
field or camp. 
If we do this, we are 
i rippling the army of America and 
strengthening the enemy, even though 
we are knitting day and night, put 
ting our money into Lib erty Bond 
and helping Hoover conscientiously. 
in an enlightening article entitled 
“ The W oman Behind the Soldier,” 
Mrs. Rhinehart has offered the fol­ 
lowing report made after first-hand 
study of the facts: 
“ In one great arm y camp, 50,000 
letters are received each day, nearly 
nil written b y women. 
A careful in- 
ve-tigation has shown that one in 
five, or 10,000 letters a day in that 
o ne camp, are of the sort to take the 
very -oul out of a man. 
And the in- 
vestimation showed that on the day 
a man received a discouraged and 
peevish letter from home he 
was far 
b elow his normal efficiency.” 
Mr>. Rhinehart concludes that if a

part to sap the strength and cour­ 
age of one-fifth of our forces.

it not ? 
During the past twelve months it 
has b een my privilege to read a great 
numb er of soldiers’ letters, written 
b y 
relatives, 
friends, 
and 
total 
strangers, as well as countless other- 
reprinted b y the daily press. 
In all 
of these 1 have not found a single 
one that did not b reathe courage and 
cheer and hopefulness. 
The writer- 
made the b est of everything, they 
made light of their dangers, illness 
and hardships; they joked ab out the 
rats and vermin, the cold and wet, 
the manifold discomforts and depri­ 
vations. 
But never one complaint or 
murmur have I yet seen penned b y a 
soldier. 
Apart from any regulations 
of the censor, it lias b een evident 
that every soldier is taking pains to 
-end hack home only that which will 
cheer those left b ehind. 
I- it too much then to a-k of wives 
and mothers, si-ter- and sweethearts 
that they shall refrain from putting 
petty worries, and gloomy foreb od­ 
ing, household annoyances into their 
letters, which are so vital a factor in 
the lives of the men who have gone 
out .to stand b etween them and the 
German guns? 
No doub t there are 
thousands of lonely, anx ious, tired, 
harassed women on this side of the 
water, hut as yet they have suffered 
nothing when compared with their 
sister- across the seas, and yet the 
women of England are smiling, the 
women of France are smiling and ev­ 
en the women of Belgium are smiling 
through their tears.
